Viviannes Collection 
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BASER’S BID FOR OLYMPIC GLORY 


The next two years spell promising times for championship defender Tansel Baser. 
Another championship with South Melbourne, a transfer overseas and Olympic gold all 
beckon for the 20-year-old star. Nicholas Tzaferis follows the Baser dream. 


{T must be pretty exciting times around the Baser 
household right now. Twenty-year-old Tansel, who never 
contemplated a soccer career until his mid-teens, would 
be the toast of the family. 

In May, he won a national championship with South 
Melbourne. Months later, an exciting move to Turkish 
glamour side Trabzonspor was put on halt after the club 
failed to agree to terms with South Melbourne. He is 
now in the USA with Olyroo team mate Michael Curcija 
with the Australian squad and, in under two years’ time, 
will be representing Australia in the 2000 Olympics. 
It’s a life of top-notch soccer, travelling and dreams 
which Baser says all lead up to the next major event in 
his career - the Olympics. 

That is the ultimate goal of Baser who has committed 
himself to South Melbourne's championship defence for 
this season. 

"Everything I'm doing is going ahead with Sydney 2000 
in mind," Baser says. 

"My aim is to play in the Olympics and do well." 

After Baser’s championship season with South 
Melbourne and the European interest, Baser must firmly 
figure in the mind of coach Raul Blanco when thinking 
of the best line-up that will have a crack at gold in 
Sydney. 

Baser fancies the green and gold chances of taking their 
place on the medallist’s podium in Sydney. 

"I'm sure we could get a medal. Why not gold?" Baser 
says. 

The 20-year-old’s ability to play in any position in 
defence or even midfield must have been a major 
attraction for Trabzonspor's British coach Gordon 
Milne who also would have liked Baser’s physical 
presence on the field. Turkish players, says Baser, are 
not noted for their strength which is another reason 
why Milne fancied Baser. 

"The game is much more physical here - that is what 
Australian soccer is all about," Baser says. 

And, taking nothing away from Baser’s talent, speaking 
Milne's lingo also would have been of liking to the 
British coach. 

Baser’s mind is now on the job with South Melbourne's 
bid to win back-to-back titles. 

Results may indicate South Melbourne have had a topsy- 
turvy start to the campaign but the side has played well 
and bar refereeing decisions less comical than a classic 
Seinfeld episode, the side could have been sharing top 
billing with potential grand finalist Perth Glory. 
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That is something Baser is aware of when he says South 
Melbourne will get much better as the season evolves. 
"We've been playing OK, but not up to our 
championship standards just yet," Baser says. 

"We're going to improve and we'll definitely be up there 
again challenging for the title." 

|t took Baser four games into his fourth season to get 
on the scoresheet in the seniors but last week he was 
in the mood, scoring twice in South Melbourne's 
controversial 5-3 loss to Marconi. 

Both of Baser's goals were scored with his head; the 
first from a Goran Lozanovski cross, while the second 
came from a Jason Polak corner. 

Jokingly ask Baser if his scoring form should prompt 
Postecoglou to use him in a more forward position and 
Baser won't even offer a laugh. He offers a curt "no" 
and implies to get on with the next question. 

Baser knows business is business and his business is not 
necessarily scoring goals. It is this no nonsense 
approach that is winning coaches over.

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TESTING TIMES FOR CUZZUPE 


THE adage says things happen in threes. Just ask 
Adrian Cuzzupe. Sitting VCE examinations, a shin 
infection to his leg and a possible start for new club 
South Melbourne this evening has made life three 
times as hectic for the 18-year-old. 

School exams are real pressure and his pressure is 
likely to be doubled this evening with a possible start 
for South Melbourne Soccer Club. But this is the sort 
of pressure Cuzzupe welcomes. 

Cuzzupe is temporarily tossing away his books and 
pens, and lacing up his boots for the game against title 
chance Sydney Olympic. 

The loss of Tansel Baser and Michael Curcija to 
Socceroo commitments in the USA, the suspensions 
of Goran Lozanovski and Steve Panopoulos and 
injuries to Paul Trimboli, John Anastasiadis and Con 
Blatsis is making Ange Postecoglou's squad look 
very thin. 

This uncanny turn of events is likely to pave the way 
for the first 11 debut of 18-year-old Adrian Cuzzupe, 
a player Postecoglou says is accomplished for his age. 
A start this evening would add to Cuzzupe’s few 
minutes of pitch action in the Round 3 home game 
against Newcastle Breakers. 

"To be honest, | wasn't expecting to get a game as 
quickly as | did. I'm really enjoying it," Cuzzupe says. 
What may have stopped Cuzzupe from playing is a 
shin infection which ruled him out of travelling to 
Marconi last week and also put him on the sidelines 
at training.

Study is almost as important to Cuzzupe as his 
soccer career as he endeavours to study Commerce 
next year, 

"Ym trying to get an education to fall back on," 
Cuzzupe says. 

"You look at people like Jason Polak. He had a career 
threatening injury but he has always had his work to 
fall back on if anything happened." 

Unlike many of his peers, the Essendon Grammar 
student is in no rush to head overseas to further his 
soccer career. 

"Ill go if | get the chance but I'm not going to try and 
push a club into signing me," he says. 

"VI go when the time is right. Only I'll know when 
the time is right.” 

That is pleasant news not only for South Melbourne 
but for the Ericsson Cup which has yet to see the 
best of the starlet.
